T h e Governor of Pennsylvania has signed 
the joint resolution to submit a prohibition 
ameudment to the people, and the vote will 
be taken on the 18th of June next. The 
liquor dealers have been proclaiming for 
years that “ prohibition does not prohibit, 
but all the same they are organizing for the 
defeat of the amendment. The high license 
law of Pennsylvania is so high that there was 
some expectation of their voting for prohibí 
tion in order to eseaDe it, and to go on selling 
without any license at all.

Wiederliofer, who performed the autopsy on 
the remains of Crown Prince Rudolph,found 
large wound in the side of tin* heal, 
which must liave caused instant death. 
The revolver, with one chamber discharged, 
was found on tlie bedside, close to the right 
hand of the dead Prince. The positiou in 
which it was found, proves beyond doubt, 
that the Crown Prince committed suicide. 
The pericranium was torn and the skull bones 
were partially shattered.” 
“The report of tlie revolver was heard by no 
one, the Cfowti Prince's attendants having 
left the house to make preparations torn hunt­ 
ing excursion. Several members of the Crown 
Prince’s Entourage state that during the last 
few weeks the Prince had manifested signs of 
marked nervous excitement, and therefore,” 
the WienerZeitungsays, “ the view that tlie 
shooting was the result of temporary mental 
derangement must be adhered to. Sometime 
previous to his death the Crown Prince com­ 
plained of headaches, which were attributed 
to an injury to the head which he sustained 
by a fall from a horse last autumn.” 
Tlie Jindapenter Correspondenz says: “Two 
years ago and again recently Crown Prince 
Rudolph entrusted Herr Von Szogyenyi, an 
attache of the Imperial household, with the 
duty of arranging his papers.

PAPIER MACHE. 


A discovery was made in X ew-Y ork y es 
terday which is likely to increase the interest 
in the investigation of the A ssem bly Chamber 
ceilin g. 
The 
facts appear to have been 
brought to light by a reporter of the New 
Y ork Pres* . 
The firm ot II. Sinclair’s Sons, 
at 327 Seventh-avenue, has been in ex istence 
over seventy y ears, and has for a long time 
m ade a specialty of papier m achc ornamental 
w ork. 


T h e contractor, J ohn Snuith 
of Ithaca 
called upon the firm and took one of tin 
m em bers to Albany , for the purpose of look 
in g over the premises and furnishing esti 
m ates to perform the work in as close an imi 
tation of carved oak as possible. 
The ligurc 
w ere given and a contract entered into, hut 
n othing was to he shipped to Albany till tin 
entire job was completed. 
T he firm was uc 
cord ingly compelled to lease a larger build 
in g, 
where sections were fitted and 
tli 
m aterial 
box ed 
for 
shipm ent. 
It 
n 
quired 
five 
months 
to 
com plete 
tin 
w ork , and in addition to tw o ear loads < 
at one time, shipments were made by ex press 
daily for over a month. 
Mr. Sinclair state 
that at one time previous to shipping the en 
tiro ceiling was put together in the largi. 
building leased for the purpose. 
W hen the 
m aterial reached Albany and was carted to th 
C ip itol, the immense crates were raised to a 
position on the scaffolding by a huge derrick 
before they were opened. 
T his secresy was 
necessary , it appears, to prevent the diseov 
cry of the fraud before the ceilin g was put 


up* 
Mr. Sinclair stated that he did the work 
very cheap—much cheaper than he would 
lm ve done it if he had not supposed that Mr 
Snaith had been getting estim ates from ot lie 
firms. 
He did not claim to know the differ 
ence in cost between papier mache and carved 
oak, but ho asserted that if any contractor had 
given an estimate for a carved oak ceiling, 
he wus willing to 
undertake to 
furnish 
an 
ex cellent imitation of 
it 
in 
papier- 
m ache 
for 
one-fourth 
of 
his 
figures, 
“ and 
would 
make 
big 
m oney 
out 
of 
it then." 
Some of the hands em ploy ed by 
the firm were consulted on the san e subject, 
and they stated that papier m ache could be 
m ade, painted and grained at a 
little less 
than one fifth that the same designs in oak 
w ould co« t. 
The work in oak, as called for 
in the contract,would have given em ploy m ent 
to several hundred more hands, and would 
have required more time in w hich to com 
plete it. 


Mr. Sinclair was surprised to learn that the 
reporter knew that hisfirm “ m ade the stuff.” 
lie th ought that only two persons outside the 
em ploy es knew it. 
These were contractor 
J ohn Snaith and Superintendent of Public 
B uild ings C. B. Andrews, the latter of whom 
was em ploy e 1 by the state to take charge of 
the w ork and was paid $7,500 in addition to 
his regular salary for the 123 day s’ time 
d u rin g 
which 
it was in progress. 
Mr. 
A ndrew s was fully aware of the character of 
the m aterial, and spent considerable tim e in 
N ew York directing the m aking of it. 
This 
A ndrew s is a very highly esteem ed and in­ 
fluential Democrat, who was appointed to 
his present office by Gov. Cleveland and still 
holds it by the favor and grace of G ov. Hill. 
It is supposed that Messrs. Snaith and An­ 
drew s have both got rich out of this contract. 
T h e state has paid about $230.000 upon it, 
and there remains about $10,000 ot the ap­ 
propriation 
in 
the 
Com ptroller’s hands. 
W heth er Snaith and Andrews are pecuniar­ 
ily responsible for the swindle does not ap­ 
pear; it is very plain, how ever, that som e­ 
body ou gh t to go to stale prison.

T he Commissioner of the Departm ent of La­ 
bor 1ms issued a report on the em ploy m ent of 
w orkingw om en in the great cities. 
It relates 
ex clu sively to those women w ho earn their 
livin g by manual labor. 
T w enty tw o cities 
furnish the dal a, and 342 industries arc brought 
w ithin the scope of the inquiry . 
T he num- 


. 
her of w om en interviewed was 17,427. 
This 
num ber is between six and seven per cent of 
all - t,gaged in the occupations investigated. 
1 u. report shows that the work ing w om en’s 
average of age is 22 y ears and 7 months. 
T h e 
highest 
average 
is 
in 
Savan­ 
nah, 25 y ears and one month; the lowest 
is iu St. Paul, 21 y ears am! 5 m onths. 
The 
concentration is greatest at the age of 18. The 
average age of beginning work is 
15 y ears 
and 4 m onths, the average period of em ploy ­ 
m ent is 4 y ears and 9 months. 
O f the num ­ 
ber interview ed, 15,387 are single, 
a fact 
w hich sh ow s that marriage « Irscngages most 
of them from their occupations. A very large 
proportion are und(*r home influences, and 
most of them give their wages to hom e life 
T h e average number of persons in the fami" 
lies to w hich workingwomen belong is 5.25, 
each of w hich bus an average of 2.48 workers. 
In h om e conditions, 12,020 report them ­ 
selves com fortable, while 4,(593 state that 
their hom e conditions are very poor; 373 earn 
less than $100 per annum, and this class lost 
an average of 86 5 day s in the y ear.

largest num ber earn $200 and under $250 per 
annum , losin g 3 7.8 day s; 2.337earn from $250 
to $300 losin g 31,5 day s; 318 earn from $450 
to $500 a y ear, and this class lost hut 18.8 
day s.

PAPIER MACHE. 


A discovery was made in Ncw-York yes­ 
terday which is likely to increase the interest 
in the investigation of the Assembly Chamber 
ceiling. 
The 
facts appear to have been 
brought to light by a reporter of the Ncw- 
York Press. 
The Arm ot II. Sinclair’s Sons, 
at 327 Seventh-avenue, has been in existence 
over seventy years, and has for a long time 
made a specialty of papier mache ornamental 
work. 
The contractor, John Snaith 
of Ithaca, 
called upon the firm and took one of the 
members to Albany, for the purpose of look 
ing over the premises and furnishing esti­ 
mates to perform the work in as close an im i­ 
tation of carved oak as possible. 
The figure8 
were given and a contract entered into, but 
nothiug was to be shipped to Albany till the 
entire job w as completed. 
The firm was ac 
cordingly compelled to lease a larger build 
ing, 
where sections were fitted and the 
material 
boxed 
for 
shipment. 
It 
quired 
five 
months 
to 
complete 
the 
work, and in addition to two ear loads scut 
at one time, shipments were made by express 
daily for over a month. 
Mr. Sinclair state 
that at one time previous to shipping the en 
tire ceiling was put together in the largi 
building leased for the purpose. 
W hen the 
material reached Albany and was carted to the 
C ipitol, the immense crates were raised to 
position on the scaffolding by a huge derrick 
before they were opened. 
This secresy was 
necessary, it appears, to prevent the discov 
ery of the* fraud before the ceiling was put 
up. 
Mr. Sinclair stated that he did the work 
very cheap—much cheaper than he would 
have done it if he had not supposed that Mr 
Snaith had been getting estimates from othe 
firms. 
He did not claim to know the differ 
ence in cost between papier-mache and carved 
oak, but ha asserted that if any contractor had 
given an estimate for a carved oak ceiling 
he was willing to 
undertake to furnish 
excellent imitation of 
it 
in 
papier 
an 


hen. 
The Republican thinks a special term 
w ill be useless unless a Judge is sent from 
N ew York, as the sixth district Judges have 
at present all they can do. 
District Attorney 
Curtis expects to conduct the prosecution, 
though the case will be prepared in New 
York. 
W hile it understands that Fellow's 
was elected especially not to try the boodlers, 
it suggests that Mr. Curtis was not elected to 
not try them , and that he w ill do his 
utm ost to give Cleary a fair and thorough 
trial with whatever help is furnished from 
N ew York. * It has no doubt that a jury can 
be easily found. 
It says “ the Broome coun­ 
ty public never delve deep into the Broad­ 
way railroad,” “ are not freshly familiar with 
the Records o f Joehne and Jake Sharp,” and 
‘it is doubtful if any of them can tell just 
why Billy Maloney and his fellow exiles have 
hung their harps upon the w illows of the dis­ 
tant St. Lawrence.” 
The Republican refers 
w ith just pride to the fame of Binghamton 
as a dispenser of justice to big rogues : 
Cleary will pet a fair trial in Broome county. 
Menkin was sent here from Elmira to lie tried, and 
liad a fair trial. 
KulofT dropped in here from New 
York and had a fair tria l; so did "D r.’’ Dionysius 
Cremens. No one ever came here to pet justice un­ 
less he pot it. There is not the h ast chance to doubt 
that the evidence against and for Cleary will he 
weighed fairly and decided impartially by á Broome 
county jury. One excellent reason for thinking so 
is that there is not a man in Broome county who 
could pass an easy Civil Service examination in 
Broadway railroad history, and there will be no good 
opportunity to read up. 
There are several other 
boodlers to be 
tried, and it is likely that they w ill be sent 
out to different counties in the state. 
Ulster 
county w ould without doubt be pleased to 
receive one of these profitable and distin 
guished favors, but it is likely that she will 
Ik* omitted in the distribution, for the reason 
that Boodler Keenan, now in Canada, is sup­ 
posed to have put in a sum of money here in 
tt manner that might be supposed to have 
some influence upon public opinion. 
The 
boodlers stole money enough to buy up every 
small Democratic newspaper in the state. 
Have they done it ?

Some of the hands employed by 
the firm were consulted on the san e subject 
and they stated that papier mache could be 
made, painted and grained at a little less 
than one-fifth that the same designs in oak 
would cost. 
The w’ork in oak, as called for 
in the contract, would have given cmployinen 
to several hundred more hands, and would 
have required more time in which to com 
plete it. 
Mr. Sinclair was surprised to learn that th 
reporter knew that hUfirm “ made the stuff.” 
He thought that only two persons outside the 
em ployes kucw it. 
These were contractor 
John Snaith and Superintendent o f Public 
Buildings C. B. Andrews, the latter of whom 
was em ploye 1 by the state to take charge of 
the work and was paid $7,500 in addition to 
bis regular salary for the 123 days' lim e 
during 
which 
it was in progress. Mr. 
Andrews was fully aware of the character of 
the material, and spent considerable time in 
N ew York directing the making of it. 
This 
Andrews is a very highly esteemed and in­ 
fluential Democrat, who was appointed to 
his present office by Gov. Cleveland and still 
holds it by the favor and grace of Gov. Hill. 
It is supposed that Messrs. Snaith and A n­ 
drews have both got rich out of this contract. 
The state has paid about $230,000 upon it, 
and there remains about $10,000 ot the ap­ 
propriation in 
the 
Comptroller’s hands. 
W hether Snaith and Andrews are pecuniar­ 
ily responsible for the swindle does not ap­ 
pear; it is very plain, however, that souic- 
body ought to go to state prison.

WOMEN WHO WORK. 


The Commissioner of the Department of La­ 
bor has ¡«sued a report on the em ploym ent of 
workingwom en in the great cities. 
It relates 
exclusively to those women who earn their 
living by manual labor. 
Twenty two cities 
furnish the data,and 342 industries are brought 
within the scope of the inquiry. 
The imm 
ber of women interviewed was 17.427. 
This 
number is between six and seven per cent of 
all 
gaged in the occupations investigated 
T n : report shows that the workingwom en’s 
average of age is 22 years and 7 months 
T he 
highest 
average 
is 
in 
Savan 
nah, 2o years and one month; the lowest 
is iu St. Paul, 21 years and 5 months. 
Th 
concentration is greatest at the age of 18. Th 
average age <ff beginning work is 15 years 
and 4 months, the average period of employ 
ment is 4 years and 0 months. 
Of the num ­ 
ber interviewed, 15,387 are single, 
a fact 
which shows that marriage disengages most 
of them from their occupations. A very large 
proportion are under home influences, and 
most of them give their wages to home life 
T he average number of persons in the fami 
lies to which wotkingwom cn belong is 5.25, 
eacli of which has an average of 2.48 workers. 
In home conditions, 12,020 report them* 
selves comfortable, while 4,093 state that 
their home conditions are very poor; 373 earn 
less than $100 per annum, and this class lost 
an average of 86 5 days in the year. 
The 
largest number earn $200 and under $250 per 
annum, losing 37.8 days; 2.337earn from $250 
to $300 losing 31.5 days; 318 earn from $150 
to $500 a year, and this class lost but 18.8 
days. 
The 
average, weekly earnings 
in 
Brooklyn were $5.76; Buffalo $4.27; New 
York, $5.85. 
The highest average was iu 
San Fraucisco, $6.91. 
The report asserts that t he workingwomen of 
this country arc as honest and respectable as 
any other class of our citizens, and that their 
social condition is Incoming better and lietter. 
The nuralicr of occupations in whicli women 
earn support is surprisingly large, and is 
w ithout doubt continually increasing. 
Per 
haps the most «gratifying fact of all is that the 
number of native liorn women thus em ployed’ 
is 14,120 or 81 per cent of the whole. 
The 
Am erican young woman is not aitove labor, 
nor has she permitted those from foreign 
countries to crowd her out. 
A quite differ­ 
ent condition was supposed to exist.

R e s u lts o f th e C am p aig n o f I n te lle c t in tb e 
N o rth w e s t—S ta te s th a t a re N ot C ry in g for 
F re e T ra d e . 
(From the New York Sun.] 
Three of (he Republican states of tlie 
Northwest which Mr. Cleveland and liis tar 
iff reform prophets hoped to carry for the 
Democracy on the Mills bill as an issue are 
W isconsin, Michigan and Iowa. 
The rain­ 
bow spanned them all. 
The political almanacs now published af­ 
ford the figures for an exact comparison of 
expectations w ith results. 
In the following 
exhibit the Tribune almanac is used: 
In W isconsin the Republican plurality of 
14,698 for Blaine in 1884 was increased to 21, 
321 for Harrison. 
The Cleveland vote was 
45.78 percent of tlie whole in 1884. 
In 1888 
it fell to 43.78 per cent. 
Of the sixty-eight 
counties 
in 
the state 
Cleveland carried 
twenty in 1884 and only fifteen in 1888.

He actually polled

At the outbreak of the revo­ 
lution lie joined Colonel Morgan’s scouts and 
one of his first achievements was in the cap ­ 
ture of the Tory leader. Service. Service was 
caught at his house, and. seizing an immense 
broad ax dealt a desp erale blow at Murp hy, 
which he evaded and then shot dead the 
Tory*. 
Tim e and again during the war 
Murp hy clad himself in 
Indian raiment, 
p ainted 1»is face ntid traveled the forests, ob­ 
taining through liis knowledge of Indian 
tongues the fullest information of the p lans 
of

enemies 
of our country.

Old Feeek was op p osed to the match, so 
Murp hy, one stai light night, p lanted a ladder 
under his lady lore’s window, and steadying 
her down the rounds, p laced her on the saddle 
behind him on his horse, and thev rode to 
Duanesburgli. where Dominie Johnson m ar­ 
ried them. W hen Sir John Johnson, in 1780, 
attacked the three Schoharie forts, M urp hy 
was in the middle fort,and was the sou! of its 
defense.

The same became proverbial 
that his was a Baptist tavern. 
One Elder 
Warren, 
a Christian 
minister 
and 
able 
preacher of the gospel, who journeyed from 
place to place on his black pony, stopped 
frequently. 
Notice would be sent to the 
neighbors to attend the meeting. 
At length 
the Court House was obtained and Elders 
Warren, Conly and Van Velzcr would occa­ 
sionally preach. 
Previous to 1826 a few 
Baptist 
families moved in the place. II. 
Otis, Newbouse, 
Hall, Wells, Hill and a 
few others, who in turn held prayer and 
conference meetings at their homes. 
God 
heard aud answered their prayers. Several 
were converted. 
The work went on. 
A 
house of worship became necessary. 
A lot 
was bought on Crown-street, and subscrip­ 
tions were

Deacon 
Nichols 
obtained the tim ber from members of tin 
Olive Church and carried the work forward 
to completion. 
The work was finished and 
the church dedicated in the spring of 1833.”

Senator Linson,yesterday,introduced a bill 
which appropriates 45.0C0 from the State 
Treasury to he expended under the direction 
of Duryen Bcckmnn, William E Tiiohiu anti 
Wellington K. ttrtniel’, In erecting at Middle- 
bui’gh, Scoharie County, a 
monument to 
Timothy Murphy, the pioneer of the Scho­ 
harie Valley and the famous Revolutionary 
scout. 
"Old M urphy,” as he was called, 
was one of the most famous characters of 
that portion of Ihe State, and the tales 
of his 
prowess surpass 
the stories 
of 
Daniel 
Boone, 
of 
Kentucky. 
Tim ­ 
othy 
31urphy 
was 
lxirn 
in 
New- 
Jersey about 1751 and his early life is wrap­ 
ped in obscurity. At the outbreak of the revo 
lotion he joined Colonel Morgan’s scouts and 
one of his first achievements was in the cap­ 
ture of the Tory leader. Service. Service was 
caught at his house, and. seizing an immense 
broad ax dealt a desperate blow at Murphy, 
which he evaded and then shot dead the 
Tory. 
Time and again during the war 
Murphy clad himself in Indian raiment, 
painted his face ntid traveled the forests, ob­ 
taining through his knowledge of Indian 
tongues the fullest information of the plans 
of 
the 
enemies of our country. 
The 
crack 
of 
his 
double-barreled 
rifle 
was 
a 
terror 
to 
marauders 
through 
20 countries, 
and 
his trail ranged from 
the Hudson to Canandaigua and Ot-cgo lakes 
and the banks of the Chemung. Old .Murphy 
had a cheerfuljvnv, acquired from the Indi­ 
ans, of scalping his enemies, and at times lie 
used to skin them also, 
lie is supposed to 
have killed about 200 savages, a score of Tor­ 
ies hnd any num berof British soldiers. There 
was a tender side to his natnre, and on his re­ 
turn from a foray he fell in love with 31iss 
Peggy Feeck, of Fulton, described as 
—a rose com plexioned 1 iss 
Nimbly tripping through the grass. 
Old Feeck was opposed to the match, so 
Murphy, one stai light night, planted a ladder 
under his lady love’s window, and steadying 
her down the rounds, placed her on the saddle 
behind him on his liorse, and they rode to 
Duanesburgh. where Dominie Johnson mar­ 
ried them. When Sir John Johnson, in 1780, 
attacked tin* three Schoharie forts, Murphy 
was in the middle fort.and was the soul of its 
defense. 
He had nine children by his first 
wife and four more by a second wife, Mary 
Robertson. 
He died in his sixtv-seventu 
year, in 1818.

These figures explain why men are willing to 
electioneer for such transient glory. 


T he fact appears to lie settled that Germany 
bas declared war against Samoa.

but ail the same they are organizing for the 
defeat of the amendment. 
The high license 
law of Pennsylvania is so high that there was 
some expectation of their voting for prohibi­ 
tion in order to escaDe it, and to go on selling 
without any license at all. 
But the reputa­ 
ble desists are becoming well satisfied with 
the present law, which is a powerful protec­ 
tion to them against the illicit and slum trade.

Excise Revision Commission.

Even the Democrats will favor high license 
next year, after learning that the only alter­ 
native is prohibition, aa they ir * | sure to do.
